A  maximum  of  25%  of  the  minimum  required  lot  size  for  a  back  lot  (5  or  10 
acres)  can  be  wetlands,  as  required  in  the  Wetlands  Conservation  District. 

3.  Add  a  growth  management  ordinance  to  limit  the  number  of  building 
permits  for  residences  annually. 

Add  a  new  Article  XVI  (Growth  Management  Ordinance)  and  renumber  all 
subsequent  articles: 

Article  XVI 
GROWTH  MANAGEMENT  ORDINANCE 
Purpose 

Based  on  the  Master  Plan,  which  assesses  and  balances  community  devel- 
opment needs  and  considers  regional  development  needs,  the  following  ordi- 
nance is  deemed  necessary  to  flatten  the  rate  of  growth  in  the  Town  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons: 

-  Meet  the  demand  for  the  schools  with  the  existing  capacity,  especially  the 
Hollis/Brookline  Junior  High  which  is  closest  to  capacity.  The  Elementary 
and  High  Schools  are  projected  to  be  overcapacity  in  1995-1996.  This  is 
noted  in  Table  IX-13  of  the  Master  Plan. 

-  Provide  taxpayers  a  slower  rate  of  growth  and  prevent  an  unacceptable 
high  growth  in  the  tax  rate; 

-  Allow  the  Town  the  opportunity  to  absorb  increases  in  Town  services  in 
an  orderly  way; 

-  Insure  that  Brookline  receives  its  fair  share  of  the  regional  population 
growth.  As  shown  in  TAble  IX-2  of  the  Master  Plan,  Brookline  is  growing 
faster  in  recent  years  than  all  communities  in  the  Nashua  region. 

The  Master  Plan  recommends  a  3%  growth  rate  maximum.  This  would  still 
allow  Brookline  to  grow  faster  than  all  nearby  communities  while  allowing  the 
Town  time  to  plan  for  school  expansions. 

Authority 

This  article  is  adopted  as  a  growth  management  ordinance  under  RSA 
674:22. 

Application 

This  article  only  applies  to  those  lots  shown  on  subdivision  plans  accepted  by 
the  Planning  Board  after  November  24,  1993. 

Definitions 

Building  Permit:  A  building  permit  obtained  for  the  construction  of  a  new  sin- 
gle family  home  or  duplex.  (A  duplex  requires  only  one  building  permit).  This 
ordinance  does  not  apply  to  non-residential  building  permits  or  permits  for 
expansion  or  alteration  of  existing  structures. 
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Calendar  Year:  January  1  to  December  31. 

Effective  Date 

This  ordinance  will  not  become  effective  until  January  1,  1994. 

Requirements 

1 .  The  number  of  building  permits  that  may  be  issued  to  any  individual, 
partnership,  or  corporation  in  any  calendar  year  shall  be  limited  to  the 
following: 

a)  The  total  number  of  building  permits  which  can  be  issued  in  a  calendar 
year  is  stated  in  section  4.  If  the  total  number  is  not  issued,  then  those 
can  carry  over  to  the  next  calendar  year. 

b)  The  building  permits  shall  be  distributed  on  a  first-come-first-served 
basis.  If  there  is  a  greater  demand  than  supply,  then  a  waiting  list  shall 
be  established.  Any  permits  that  expire  shall  be  given  to  the  people  on 
the  waiting  list  (also  first-come-first  served). 

2.  A  building  permit  expires  and  becomes  invalid  if  construction,  which  is 
deemed  to  be  installation  of  footing  and  foundation,  has  not  started 
within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  of  issuance  (as  explained  in  the 
Brookline  Building  Code). 

3.  A  lot  can  be  transferred  with  or  without  a  building  permit.  Building  per- 
mits are  tied  to  lots  and  cannot  be  transferred  between  lots. 

4.  a)  The  maximum  number  of  building  permits  that  may  be  issued  per 

year  will  reflect  a  3%  annual  growth  rate  in  dwellings. 

b)  Although  lots  existing  prior  to  November  24,  1993  are  exempt  from  limita- 
tions on  building  permits,  the  building  permits  issued  on  those  lots  will  be 
included  in  the  building  permit  calculation. 

c)  A  minimum  of  10  building  permits  may  be  issued  annually. 

5.  For  calculation  purposes,  the  Planning  board  has  determined  that  the 
number  of  dwellings  as  of  January  1 ,  1994  is  1 ,232. 

Sunset  Clause 

This  article  expires  at  Town  Meeting  1997,  unless  the  following  occurs:  An 
annual  November  review  by  the  Planning  Board  to  determine  if  the  population 
and  growth  data,  in  conjunction  with  the  CIP,  justifies  the  continued  application 
of  this  ordinance.  If,  after  making  findings,  the  Board  feels  that  this  article  is  no 
longer  appropriate,  it  is  no  longer  effective.  If,  after  making  findings,  the  Board 
feels  that  this  article  is  both  appropriate  and  necessary  to  meet  the  purposes 
outlined  above,  this  article  would  be  effective  for  another  year,  when  another 
annual  review  shall  occur.  After  making  findings,  the  Planning  Board  may 
change  the  number  of  permits  issued  annually  based  on  data  received  during 
the  year  to  ensure  the  goals  of  the  ordinance. 

4)      Add  a  definition  of  forestry  to  Article  VIII  (Definitions)  #1 1  and 
renumber  all  subsequent  sections  of  Article  VIII. 
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Forestry  -  The  science  of  silviculture  and  the  practice  and  art  of  managing 
and  using  for  human  benefit  forestlands  and  the  natural  resources  that  occur  in 
association  with  forestlands,  including  trees,  other  plants,  animals,  soil,  water, 
and  related  air  and  climate.  Forestry  is  exempt  from  site  plan  review  if  no  off- 
site  products  are  for  sale,  or  if  there  is  no  change  or  expansion  of  use.

5)      Amend  existing  definition  of  Home  Business  in  Article  VIII 

(Definitions). 
delete: 

Home  Business  -  "An  accessory  and  secondary  use  of  a  dwelling  unit  consti- 
tuting a  livelihood  of  a  person  living  in  the  dwelling,  provided  that  there  is:  no 
change  in  the  outside  appearance  of  the  dwelling;  no  outside  storage  or  display, 
except  for  a  conforming  sign,  or  home  produce  and  products  (such  as  crafts 
and  food  products)  which  may  be  bought,  sold  and  exposed  for  sale;  no  genera- 
tion of  excess  traffic,  sewerage,  noise,  or  water  needs.  A  home  business  may 
not  have  more  than  four  employees,  in  addition  to  the  home  inhabitants." 

and  replace  it  with: 

Home  Business  -  "A  secondary  use  of  a  dwelling  unit  constituting  a  livelihood

The  1993  town  meeting  voted  $1 1 ,000  to  do  a  valuation  update  in  order  to 
bring  property  values  to  100%  market  value.  It  started  in  April  and  was  complet- 
ed in  October. 

Avitar,  the  company  hired  to  do  the  update,  visited  every  home  in  town,  veri- 
fied from  the  outside  of  the  building  that  the  information  on  the  assessment  card 
was  correct  and  took  a  picture  of  the  building  if  needed.  There  was  no  interior 
inspection  of  these  properties.  With  the  purchase  of  a  computer  program,  future 
adjustments  to  equalize  values,  either  up  or  down,  can  be  done  locally  at  no 
cost  to  the  town.  This  effort  will  preclude  the  town  from  having  to  do  a  complete 
revaluation  for  many  years.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

(No  More  "Chicken  Little") 
Art  Belair

For  the  past  several  years  members  of  the  finance  committee  have  gotten  up 
before  those  attending  the  annual  town  meeting,  and  predicted  higher  taxes  in 
the  near  future.  Often  we  have  felt  like  Chicken  Little  complaining  about  the  sky 
falling  because,  each  year,  our  concerns  were  incorrect.  For  the  past  five  year, 
we  have  kept  the  annual  tax  increase  in  the  single  digits,  and  most  often  less 
than  6%.  The  credit  for  all  this  really  goes  to  Brookline's  department  heads,  and 
the  elected  officials  responsible  for  all  the  Town,  School  and  Co-op  budgets. 
Brookline  has  the  reputation  as  being  one  of  the  fastest  growing  towns  in  New 
Hampshire,  and  yet,  the  fiscally  conservative  tradition  in  the  town,  has  helped 
us  keep  tax  increases  at  a  minimum. 

Well ...  all  that  is  very  nearly  at  an  end.  Even  if  we  don't  approve  some  of 
the  school  and  Co-op  warrants,  we  will  still  be  facing  large  budget  increases 
from  all  areas  in  the  town.  While  the  sky  may  not  really  be  falling,  the  "bubble" 
around  Brookline  has  the  potential  to  burst!  Here  is  some  of  the  bad  news: 

1.  Town  Budget  (with  warrants)  up  $125,000  (13%) 

2.  Brookline  Elementary  Budget  up  by  $225,847  (14%) 

-  There  is  also  a  warrant  for  $100,000  to  be  used  to  decrease  the  bond  for 
the  Elementary  school  addition. 

-  There  is  a  second  warrant  for  a  six  room  addition  for  $690,000.  The  bond 
would  be  for  five  years.  There  is  a  minimal  interest  payment  this  year,  and 
full  principle  and  interest  payments  start  in  fiscal  school  year  1995-96. 

3.  The  Co-op  budget  is  also  up  $201,590  (13%) 

-  The  High  School  bond  will  also  be  bonded  this  year,  but  there  is  minimal 
impact  to  1994  taxes. 

4.  The  County  Tax  will  not  be  known  until  late  this  year,  but  we  can  probably 
assume  a  small  $20,000  (6%)  increase. 

However,  on  the  plus  side  we  also  added  56  building  permits  for  new  homes 
last  year,  and  hopefully  they  will  be  providing  additional  funds  to  support  all 
these  increases.  With  a  little  luck,  Brookline  might  see  an  increase  in  revenues 
from  these  new  homes  of  about  $190,000.  This  will  be  used  to  offset  budget 
increases.  The  results  of  all  this  can  be  seen  in  the  following  formula: 


Town  Budget  increases  ($125,000)  +  Elem.  School  increases  ($325,847)  + 

Co-op  increases  ($201 ,590)  +  County  increases  ($20,000)  -  New  home  tax 

increase  revenues  ($190,000)/$141,150  **  =  potential  tax  increase  for  next  year. 
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$141,150  =  $3.42/$1,000  (13%  increase) 

**For  calculation  of  this  number,  see  third  paragraph  up  from  the  end  of  this 
report. 

As  if  worrying  about  next  year's  budget  were  not  enough,  many  of  you  are 
possibly  "reeling"  from  the  tax  increase  of  this  past  year.  Even  though  the 
rate/$1 ,000  increased,  in  actuality  the  total  for  all  the  town  budgets  increased  by 
a  moderate  6%.  If  there  had  not  been  a  reevaluation,  the  tax  rate  would  have 
gone  from  $18.16  last  year  to  a  rate  of  $19.34  this  year.  The  impact  on  an  indi- 
vidual home  owners  tax  rate  may  have  varied  up  or  down  from  that  6%  because 
of  the  equalizing  effect  of  the  reevaluation;  but  for  most  Brookliners  their  total 
tax  bill  should  have  increased  approximately  6%. 

However,  the  real  impact  of  the  reevaluation  is  on  the  town  in  general.  Most 
often  when  reevaluations  are  done,  it  is  because  homes  in  the  town  are  under- 
valued. For  example,  a  $100,000  home  would  really  be  able  to  sell  for 
$150,000.  So  the  home  is  valued  upward.  But  this  year,  Brookline's  reevaluation 
was  different.  We  were  over  valued!  The  official  value  of  all  our  homes  went 
down.  What  many  people  don't  realize  is  that  a  town  also  has  a  total  value 
based  on  the  value  of  the  homes  and  property  in  it.  It  is  a  percentage  of  the 
town's  total  value  which  is  used  to  determine  the  tax  rate  per  thousand.  In  a 
"normal"  upward  reevaluation,  the  tax  rate  would  go  down.. .not  up  like  ours  did! 

Let's  use  the  real  numbers  for  Brookline  to  illustrate  this.  Last  year, 
Brookline's  total  value  was  $186,377,000.  After  the  reevaluation,  the  total  value 
was  $141 ,  150,000.  The  impact  is  simple.  Prior  to  the  reevaluation,  every 
$186,377  increase  in  the  total  budgets  equaled  a  $1.00  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 
Now... every  $141,150  increase  equals  a  $1.00  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  So.. .as 
our  budgets  continue  to  grow,  their  impact  on  the  tax  rate  becomes  even 
greater! 

Brookline  is  at  an  important  financial  junction.  In  addition  to  the  data  dis- 
cussed above,  this  year  there  are  several  key  decisions  which  will  potentially 
impact  the  town  in  several  ways.  The  Elementary  school  is  at  capacity.  The  Co- 
op is  almost  at  capacity.  We  have  a  growth  ordinance  to  consider  and  vote  on, 
and  we  have  to  vote  for  the  Co-op  high  school,  and  an  addition  on  the 
Elementary  School.  All  of  these  will  have  an  impact  on  us. 

Hopefully  by  the  time  this  is  printed,  there  will  have  been  lots  of  information  in 
the  papers,  in  the  mail,  and  at  meetings  to  help  voters  make  intelligent 
(informed)  decisions  about  all  these  issues.  But  each  of  you  will  have  to  take 
the  time  to  digest  all  of  the  data,  and  then  make  sure  you  take  the  time  to  vote. 
You  can  make  a  difference,  and  we  urge  you  to  learn  about  the  issues,  and 
make  your  decisions  known  by  voting.

The  Service  call  volume  increased  by  only  6.6%  during  1993.  The  dayshift 
attendants  handled  41.1%  of  the  total  calls;  the  volunteers  covered  26.4%  of 
total  calls  on  weeknights  and  32.6%  of  total  calls  on  weekend. 

The  Defibrillator  purchased  in  1992  was  used  on  2  calls  to  defibrillate 
patients  and  on  7  other  calls  as  a  heart  monitor.  All  EMT's  on  the  Service  are 
certified  in  its  use  and  skill  recertification  is  conducted  every  6  months. 

At  the  end  of  1993,  the  Service  had  2  paid  daytime  attendants  and  13  volun- 
teers. The  Director  is  a  Nationally  Registered  EMT-I  and  the  second  attendant  is 
a  Nationally  Registered  EMT  -A.  One  volunteer  is  a  Nationally  Registered 
Paramedic  who  serves  as  an  EMT-I  and  2  are  EMT-A's.  Three  other  volunteers 
are  trained  NH  Ambulance  Attendants  while  4  other  volunteers  are  enrolled  in 
training  courses.  The  volunteer  attendants  serve  the  community  without  any 
compensation. 

The  OSHA  Bloodborne  Pathogens  training  required  by  the  EPA  for  all  emer- 
gency responders  was  completed  during  the  Fall.  All  attendants  were  offered 
the  Hepatitis  B  shots  and  those  accepting  have  completed  the  3-shot  series.  Flu 
shots  were  administered  to  attendants  and  the  annual  TB  tests  were  performed. 
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Due  to  the  generosity  of  Tom  Moran  who  deeded  the  property  next  to  the 
Ambulance  Bay  to  the  Town,  we  were  able  to  install  a  new  septic  system  and 
construct  an  off-street  parking  lot.  The  new  septic  system  eliminates  the  possi- 
bility of  contaminating  the  well  which  we  share  with  a  Pierce  Lane  residence. 

Continuing  education  was  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  during  the  year. 
Several  attendants  also  participated  in  area  training  programs  on  their  own  time. 
New  State  attendant  licensing  regulations  have  increased  the  need  for  more 
advanced  training.  This  upgrading  process  will  continue  into  1994  to  ensure  that 
all  attendants  are  properly  licensed  to  provide  the  best  possible  level  of  pre-hos- 
pital  emergency  medical  care. 

The  Service  and  Selectmen  entered  into  a  mutual  aid  agreement  with  the 
Town  of  Mason  to  provide  ambulance  service  beginning  January  1 ,  1994.  To 
provide  prompt  emergency  response  in  the  town  while  awaiting  the  ambulance, 
a  trained  First  Responder  group  of  8  Mason  residents  has  been  formed. 

The  Service  has  been  fortunate  to  have  a  year-long  human  service  project 
from  Springfield  College  to  design  and  implement  a  recruitment  program  for 
new  volunteer  ambulance  attendants.  The  three  students  and  Ambulance 
Director  have  been  meeting  monthly;  the  program  will  reach  the  public  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1994. 

The  Service  is  always  seeking  Brookline  residents  who  are  interested  in  vol- 
unteering their  time  to  provide  emergency  medical  care  in  the  community.  To 
learn  more  about  this  unique  volunteer  opportunity,  please  call  the  Ambulance 
Director  anytime  at  (603)  672-6216  or  stop  to  visit  when  the  Director  is  at  the 
Ambulance  Bay. 

The  Service  is  appreciative  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  support.  The  Fire 
Engineers,  Firefighters,  Police  Chief  and  Police  Officers  have  been  very  cooper- 
ative in  our  mutual  interest  for  the  townspeople.  The  Road  Agent  and  other 
tradespeople  have  given  valuable  advice  on  projects.  Several  residents,  busi- 
nesses and  patients  have  made  donations  to  supplement  the  Town  budget  for 
new  equipment  and  training. 

I  especially  salute  the  VOLUNTEER  ATTENDANTS.  Their  commitment  and 
enthusiasm  enables  the  Service  to  provide  the  high  level  of  pre-hospital  medical 
care  on  a  24-hour  basis  for  the  townspeople  of  Brookline.

On  January  22,  1993  the  new  Brookline  Public  Library  opened  its  doors 
announced  by  the  pealing  of  its  bell  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1993 

In  July  the  department  became  a  full  time  department  with  a  police  officer 
on  duty  24  hours  a  day.  Kevin  Maxwell  of  Amherst  was  hired  to  fill  this  position 
and  is  a  welcome  addition  to  the  department.  Also  hired  this  past  year  on  part 
time  status  were  Charles  Pappalardo,  David  Copson,  John  Winterburn  and  John 
DuVarney.  Brad  Ford  resigned  after  three  years  of  service  due  to  the  time  com- 
mitments of  his  full  time  job.  I  thank  him  for  his  service  and  devotion  to  the 
department,  he  will  be  missed. 

This  year's  activity  increased  in  the  following  ways.  Criminal  Activity 
increased  from  260  reported  crimes  in  1992  to  276  in  1993,  an  increase  of  6%. 
Non-Criminal  Activity  went  from  1265  reported  incidents  to  1533,  an  increase  of 
21%.  Motor  Vehicle  Activity  rose  from  3903  contacts  in  1992  to  4408  in  1993, 
an  increase  of  13%.  Arrests  were  up  from  73  in  1992  to  1 19  in  1993,  an 
increase  of  63%.  A  majority  of  the  arrest  increases  were  in  the  area  of  alcohol 
and  drug  related  offenses.  All  and  all  it  was  a  busy  year  with  no  signs  of  a 
"return  to  yesteryear". 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  every  resident  for  their  support  of  the 
department.  As  always,  I  welcome  any  and  all  comments  and  suggestions 
which  will  enable  us  to  provide  the  services  you  desire  and  deserve.

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1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 
NASHUA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

While  this  past  year  saw  us  continuing  to  increase  and  improve 
our  services  to  member  communities,  1993  was  also  a  year  of 
considerable  organizational  change.  First,  to  enhance  local  repre- 
sentation and  to  better  respond  to  the  increased  responsibilities 
and  opportunities  resulting  from  new  federal  transportation  legisla- 
tion, the  Commission  was  expanded  to  include  at  least  one  select- 
man from  each  of  our  towns,  and  a  new  quarterly  meeting  sched- 
ule was  established.  Also,  our  long  standing  organizational  objec- 
tive of  making  the  agency's  offices  physically  accessible  to  all  of 
our  constituents  will  be  achieved  by  the  beginning  of  the  new  year 
with  major  renovations  being  undertaken  in  cooperation  with  our 
building  owners. 

Among  our  more  significant  local  projects  were  the  assistance 
staff  provided  to  the  Planning  Board,  including  an  update  of  the 
Brookline  Master  Plan  and  proposed  zoning  changes,  to  better 
prepare  the  town  to  manage  future  growth;  and  the  Rocky  Pond 
Road  study  that  analyzed  the  potential  impacts  of  residential 
development  in  that  area  and  provided  recommendations  for  road 
improvements.  Also,  our  Geographic  Information  System  was  able 
to  furnish  the  Fire  Department  with  an  up-to-date  fire  pond/dry 
hydrant  locator  map  and  the  Post  Office  with  a  more  accurate  road 
base  map. 

Planning  Board  Training 

In  addition  to  another  evening  workshop  aimed  at  the  needs  of 
our  local  planning  board  members  but  open  to  all  interested  par- 
ties in  the  region  -  in  1993  we  held  a  very  well  attended  session 
entitled  "Bridging  the  Boards:  The  Role  of  the  Selectmen  in  Land 
Use  Planning  and  Enforcement"  -  we  also  produced  our  second 
planning  board  training  video  on  erosion  and  sedimentation  control 
and  made  copies  available  for  circulation. 

Regional  Transportation  Plan 

Integrating  a  variety  of  existing  planning  documents  with  very 
recent  data  collection  and  analysis  -  exhaustive  traffic  and  house- 
hold survey  date,  a  thorough  inventory  of  existing  conditions,  plus 
the  calibration  of  a  sophisticated  transportation  model  used  for 
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future  projections  -  we  completed  the  development  of  a  compre- 
hensive transportation  plan  for  the  region. 

Data  Services 

With  the  arrival  of  additional  US  Census  information,  and  in  our 
role  as  a  Regional  Data  Center  for  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  we 
responded  to  a  broad  spectrum  of  information  requests.  In  addi- 
tion, we  prepared  a  completely  revised  edition  of  our  very  popular 
Regional  Data  Profile. 

Souhegan  River 

The  first  task  in  a  comprehensive  multi-year  program  focused  on 
the  Souhegan  River  and  its  watershed  was  accomplished  as  a 
detailed  corridor  study  including  collection  and  analysis  of  land 
use,  zoning  and  natural  resources  was  completed.  Also,  interested 
individuals  and  organizations  within  the  Souhegan  Valley  were 
identified,  and  an  all  day  workshop  was  conducted  to  define  the 
key  issues,  uses  and  values  of  the  river  and  its  watershed. 
Information  on  soils,  topography,  wetlands  and  floodplains  was 
added  to  our  Geographic  Information  System  database. 

Merrimack  River 

We  continued  our  participation  in  the  Merrimack  River  Initiative, 
a  joint  undertaking  involving  local,  regional  state  representatives 
from  both  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts  as  well  as  federal 
agency  participation  in  an  effort  to  improve  resource  protection 
results  throughout  the  river's  town  state  watershed.  One  very  suc- 
cessful project  of  this  past  year  was  the  design  of  an  intermunici- 
pal  and  interstate  hazardous  material  emergency  response  com- 
munication network  that  involved  local  public  safety  officials  from 
both  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts. 

Major  Transportation  Projects 

We  continued  to  work  with  local,  state  and  federal  officials  to 
spur  the  implementation  of  this  region's  most  significant  highway 
projects  including  the  Everett  Turnpike  widening,  the  Circumfrential 
Highway  and  the  Route  101 A  Bypass.  NRPC  also  contributed  to 
the  preparation  of  the  environmental  impact  statements  for  both 
the  Circumfrential  and  101  A,  and  we  encouraged  and  coordinated 
public  participation  for  the  projects. 
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Solid  Waste 

In  pursuit  of  a  long  range  intermunicipal  solution  to  the  problem 
of  solid  waste  disposal,  we  continued  to  work  with  both  the  region- 
al Solid  Waste  Management  District  and  the  City  of  Nashua  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  an  integrated  waste  management  pro- 
ject for  the  region.  We  also  prepared  an  updated  summary  of  the 
district's  solid  waste  management  plan. 

Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 

In  conjunction  with  the  Solid  Waste  Management  District,  our 
staff  conducted  two  very  successful  events:  a  Spring  "paint  only" 
collection  in  Nashua  and  a  comprehensive  collection  at  four  sites 
around  the  region  in  the  Fall.  Of  particular  note,  we  worked  with 
the  NH  Department  of  Environmental  Services  and  the  City  of 
Nashua  in  securing  a  grant  from  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  for  the  establishment  of  the  state's  first  permanent  facility 
for  the  regular  collection  of  household  hazardous  wastes  to  serve 
all  of  our  communities. 

Traffic  Count  Program 

With  automatic  counters  at  almost  120  locations,  we  maintained 
a  regional  traffic  count  system  to  provide  the  most  accurate  and 
current  data  to  meet  the  needs  of  both  public  agencies  and  private 
businesses.  Peak  hour  turning  movement  counts  were  also  con- 
ducted at  43  locations,  trend  analyses  were  done  for  all  locations 
where  multi-year  counts  were  available  and  a  summary  report  was 
produced. 

Regional  Economic  Development 

NRPC  continued  to  provide  staff  support  to  the  Greater  Nashua 
Center  for  Economic  Development.  Among  its  accomplishments  in 
1993  was  the  establishment  of  a  revolving  loan  fund  to  assist  local 
small  business  in  obtaining  much  needed  start-up  and  expansion 
financing. 

Commuter  Survey  and  Newsletter 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  region's  major  employers,  were 
administered  a  survey  of  both  management  and  employees  to 
inventory  existing  commuter  assistance  programs  and  to  deter- 
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mine  interest  in  establishing  new  ones.  We  also  began  publication 
of  a  quarterly  newsletter  on  transportation  alternatives  distributed 
to  employers,  municipalities  and  institutions. 

Flood  Plain  Management 

In  conjunction  with  the  NH  Office  of  Emergency  Management, 
we  provided  assistance  to  a  number  of  communities  participating 
in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  including  assessments  of 
flood  prone  areas,  reviews  of  current  regulations  and  suggested 
revisions  to  existing  ordinances. 

I  want  to  close  by  adding  a  note  of  thanks  and  recognition  to  our 
Commissioners  from  Brookline:  Russ  Heinselman,  Rich 
Napolitano,  Allen  Fessenden  and  Bob  Sykes;  and  by  expressing 
my  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  and  support  that  we  have 
received  from  all  of  Brookline's  town  officials

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EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Emergency  Management  Director  in  cooperation  with  the  LEPC  (local 
Emergency  Planning  Committee)  is  responsible  for  designing  and  implementing  the 
Town  Emergency  Plan  for  the  public  safety  during  natural  and  manmade  emergencies 
and  disasters.  Formerly  known  as  Civil  Defense,  Brookline's  Emergency  Management 
coordinates  with  the  New  Hampshire  FEMA  office,  regional  aid  organization  and  local 
emergency  responders  to  provide  control  and  public  assistance. 

During  the  Blizzard  of  1993,  the  EOC  (Emergency  Operations  Center)  at  the  Fire 
Station  was  opened  and  staffed  throughout  the  night.  Firefighters  and  ambulance  atten- 
dants stood  by  at  their  respective  stations  to  ensure  prompt  response  during  the  storm. 
Both  stations  were  also  equipped  to  shelter  and  feed  any  residents. 

The  Emergency  Management  Director  and  the  Road  Agent  coordinated  the  request 
for  State  and  Federal  reimbursement  of  funds  spent  for  plowing  and  sanding  during  the 
Blizzard.  Brookline  did  receive  reimbursement. 

Two  firefighters  and  three  ambulance  attendants  completed  the  FEMA  course  on 
Radiological  Monitoring  to  enable  them  to  use  the  monitoring  devices  assigned  to  the 
Town.  Shortly  after  the  course,  a  motor  vehicle  accident  involving  low-level  radiation  on 
Route  13  necessitated  the  use  of  the  detection  devices. 

The  Fire  Station  and  Ambulance  Bay  were  outfitted  with  generators  to  power  the 
entire  buildings  as  operation  center  and  shelters.  The  primary  shelter  at  the  Brookline 
Elementary  School  is  excellent  provided  there  is  no  power  outage  since  the  entire  build- 
ing is  three-phase  requiring  special  generators  not  available  in  Brookline. 

The  Emergency  Management  Director  participated  in  the  two-day,  state-wide  "table- 
top  exercise"  entitled  CIVEX  '93  in  September.  This  involved  simulated  callup  and  dis- 
patch of  emergency  personnel  and  coordination  with  the  State  FEMA  office  for  a  large 
earthquake. 

A  high  band,  multi-channel  radio  with  paging  capability  was  installed  at  the  EOC  to 
allow  local  control  of  the  emergency  departments  during  a  major  incident.  A  local  manu- 
facturer donated  large  poly-lined  bags  suitable  for  use  as  sandbags. 

The  Emergency  Management  Director  has  attended  FEMA  funded  courses  on 
Exercise  Development,  Winter  Storms,  Hurricane  Emergencies  and  Flood  Control.  He 
has  coordinated  with  the  Red  Cross  to  ensure  their  response  in  an  emergency  and 
attended  their  Basic  Disaster  Management  course.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  ENGINEERS 

FOR  1993 

From  the  Engineers  standpoint,  this  year  was  again  very  satisfying.  Looking 
at  the  overall  picture  of  Fire  Dept.  activities,  we  had  a  total  of  92  alarms,  which 
turned  into  1750  firefighter  hours  and  breaks  down  to  the  following: 

1  Minor  structure  fire 

12  Chimney  fires 

9  Propane/oil/heating  problems 

4  Vehicle  fires 

3  Electrical  fires 

6  Smoke  investigations 

18  Alarm  activations 

19  Motor  vehicle  accidents 
16  Mutual  aid  assists 

4  Brush  fires  (all  minor) 

Again,  thankfully  there  were  no  serious  injuries  to  fire  personnel  whose  train- 
ing and  dedication,  I  am  sure,  accounted  for  this.  Property  damage  was  held  to 
a  minimum  also. 

The  fire  dept  has  started  its  effort  to  come  into  compliance  with  new  laws  and 
requirements  including  NFPA  1500  which  addresses  protective  clothing  &  physi- 
cal requirements  etc.  Gear  and  equipment  are  being  updated  as  funds  become 
available.  Hepatitis  B  shots  have  been  completed  and  will  be  an  ongoing  item. 
Several  firefighters  are  continuing  their  training  and  certifications. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  will  ask  for  money  to  hire  a  part  time 
secretary  to  help  with  the  mountainous  amount  of  paperwork,  inspections, 
schedules,  etc,  that  have  crept  up  on  the  fire  service  lately.  With  the  towns 
growth  of  people  and  streets,  it  becomes  harder  and  harder  to  plot  the  fire  depts 
ability  to  combat  any  situation  that  may  arise  in  Brookline  and  endanger  its  peo- 
ple. Preplanning  is  a  major  step! 

BIG  thank  you's  go  the  Wes,  Lou,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  coop- 
eration they  have  extended  us  and  the  fire  dept.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1993,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an 
average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were 
campfires  left  unattended,  unsupervised  children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped 
control.  All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the 
town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done."" 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1 ,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  lands  assisted  many 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1993  and  participated  in  many  fire  pre- 
vention programs.  This  year,  the  nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th 
anniversary.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be 
working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention  message  - 
"Remember .  .  .  Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires."  Fire  prevention  is  the  most 
cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool.  Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us 
and  our  communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  with  its  regular  work  of  monthly  meetings, 
reviewing  dredge  and  fill  applications  to  the  NH  Wetland  Board,  and  guiding  the  Planning 
Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  on  conservation  issues. 

We  were  pleased  that  further  protection  to  the  wetlands  was  gained  when  the  Town 
voted  affirmatively  on  the  25  foot  construction  buffer  for  all  structures  which  require  build- 
ing permits. 

"Our  Place",  the  Conservation  Commission  newsletter  has  entered  its  10th  year  of 
publication.  Since  its  inception,  Sid  Hall,  Jr..  has  guided  this  project.  With  the  help  of 
Keith  Regli,  30  Parker  road,  we  are  now  doing  the  layout  on  a  computer.  We  would 
encourage  other  town  boards  and  organizations  to  use  this  unique  medium  to  reach  all 
Brookline  homes  and  businesses  for  free.  A  mountain  bike  raffle  was  held  in  1993  to 
help  offset  some  of  the  publishing  costs  of  "Our  Place". 

The  Town  planting  project  has  nearly  completed  its  first  undertaking.  Under  the  chair- 
manship of  Ken  Turkington,  the  group  landscaped  the  new  Library.  This  included  tree 
and  shrub  planting,  and  loaming  and  seeding  the  lawn  area.  Many  thanks  to  the  gener- 
ous citizens  of  Brookline  for  their  donations  of  landscaping  plants  and  their  labor. 

The  Conservation  Commission  with  input  from  the  Selectmen  and  Recreation 
Commission  applied  for  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  in 
November.  Despite  long  nights  of  work  and  a  trip  to  Concord  to  get  the  grant  in  on  time, 
we  were  not  a  successful  applicant.  We  plan  to  re-apply  for  the  next  annual  funding 
cycle. 

We  were  successful  in  obtaining  a  $550.00  grant  from  the  Federal  Small  Business 
Administration's  Tree  Planting  Program.  Ken  Turkington  did  all  the  necessary  paperwork. 
This  grant  will  be  used  to  complete  the  landscaping  of  the  Library. 

We  were  saddened  with  the  passing  of  Co-chairman  Milner  Wallace  on  December  17, 
1993.  The  town  will  miss  the  many  hours  he  put  into  Conservation  Commission  projects. 
In  lieu  of  flowers,  donations  were  made  to  the  recently  established  Conservation  and 
Recreation  Memorial  Fund.  As  of  early  January  1994,  $1,200.00  had  been  donated.  This 
money  is  ear  marked  for  the  tree  planting  project  and  to  help  develop  a  town  tennis 
court. 

Conservation  Commission  meetings  have  been  changed  to  the  fourth  Monday  of  each 
month,  and  are  held  in  the  new  Library  meeting  room.  All  are  most  welcome  to  attend 
these  meetings.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

The  Superintendent's  report  covers  the  school  year  of  1992-93. 
Whereas  Philip  Dahlinger,  after  fourteen  years  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  moved  on  to  new  adventures,  I 
was  accepted  to  fill  the  position  on  an  interim  basis  starting  in  July, 
thus  I  have  no  report  for  the  period  being  covered. 

Since  July  through  to  this  writing,  there  have  been  a  lot  of  dedi- 
cated people  involved  in  planning  school  facilities  to  solve  crowded 
conditions.  Staff  negotiations  have  progressed  nicely  and  in  a 
timely  manner,  even  through  each  collective  bargaining  unit  and 
school  board  has  gone  to  mediation.  Budgets  have  been  devel- 
oped and  adopted  by  the  respective  school  boards.  Everything 
appears  to  be  functioning  smoothly  and  orderly. 

Having  gained  the  knowledge  of  the  needs  and  directions  to  be 
taken  by  the  school  districts  of  SAU  #41 ,  I  will  become  more  active 
in  the  curriculum  and  evaluation  aspects  of  the  system.  At  this 
time,  it  appears  I  will  be  continuing  on  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  several  more  months,  maybe  as  long  as  a  year.  The 
School  Administrative  Unit  #41  school  board  will  be  meeting  in  the 
near  future  to  map  out  the  future  direction. 

During  this  period  of  time,  I  have  come  in  contact  with  some 
really  nice  people  who  have  shown  a  sincere  interest  in  doing  the 
best  possible  for  the  students  of  the  school  systems.  Some  major 
issues  will  be  before  the  public  at  your  annual  meetings  being  held 
in  March.  Become  involved,  become  informed,  become  party  to 
the  decision  process. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  school  board 
members  who  have  helped  me  to  become  acclimated  to  your 
school  systems.  They  are  dedicated  people  doing  their  best  for 
you  and  for  the  students.  I  also  want  to  say  thank  you  to  the  many 
people  donating  their  time  to  the  educational  goals  of  Hollis  and 
Brookline.  It  has  been  truly  amazing.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
DIRECTOR  OF  SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Following  the  mandates  of  Public  Law  94-142  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Standards  for  the  Education  of  Handicapped  Students, 
School  Administrative  Unit  (SAU)  #41  provides  special  education 
programs  and  related  services  to  meet  the  unique  needs  of  educa- 
tionally handicapped  students  in  the  Brookline  School  District. 
Both  the  Federal  and  State  Laws  guarantee  a  "free,  appropriate 
public  education"  to  all  students  who  are  educationally  disabled 
between  the  ages  of  3-21.  We  are  committed  to  meeting  the 
needs  of  students  through  in-district  programs  whenever  possible. 
By  doing  so,  we  meet  the  requirement  of  providing  special  educa- 
tion programs  in  the  "least  restrictive  environment." 

Goals  for  the  Special  Education  Department  include:  continued 
improvement  in  the  quality  of  special  education  service  delivery, 
increased  collaboration  between  regular  and  special  educators, 
staff  training,  and  dissemination  of  information  and  resources.  We 
are  continuing  to  work  on  increasing  the  congruency  of  special 
education  and  regular  education  curriculum  content  and  instruc- 
tional strategies.  This  is  being  done  through  consultation,  team 
teaching  and  inservice  training. 

Toward  these  goals  a  variety  of  activities  were  conducted  in 
1993.  The  Collaboration  Committee,  which  includes  regular  and 
special  educators  from  all  four  schools,  meets  monthly.  They 
developed  a  resource  booklet  with  descriptions  of  disabilities,  use- 
ful classroom  modifications,  explanations  of  commonly  used  tests 
and  a  glossary  of  terms. 

The  district  successfully  completed  its  triannual  State 
Department  of  Education's  on-site  evaluation  of  our  compliance 
with  State  and  Federal  Laws.  As  a  result,  all  special  education  pro- 
grams have  received  program  approvals.  Also,  the  newly  revised 
forms  used  to  document  required  steps  in  the  Special  Education 
process  were  judged  as  in  compliance  with  state  regulations.  The 
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site  evaluators  were  favorably  impressed  with  the  variety  and  qual- 
ity of  programming  made  available  to  ail  students  in  SAL)  #41 .  In  a 
variety  of  ways,  special  education  in  SAU  #41  has  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  SAU's  overall  programming. 

Inservice  training  for  regular  education  and  special  education 
staff  has  included:  management  of  student  behaviors,  implement- 
ing inclusion,  classroom  modifications,  modifications  for  ADD  stu- 
dents. Dedicated  special  education  staff  members  continue  to 
enhance  our  team  process,  network  and  collaborate  department- 
wide,  and  in  general,  work  effectively  toward  attaining  the  depart- 
ment's goals. 

Special  needs  students  from  Brookline  are  provided  with  a  con- 
tinuum of  services  and  placements  within  SAU  programs. 
Brookline  currently  has  a  total  of  67  students  identified  as  educa- 
tionally handicapped  following  the  SAU  #41  Team  Process  of 
Referral,  Evaluation  and  Placement. 

At  the  Brookline  Elementary  School,  a  total  of  26  students  are 
receiving  special  education  as  specified  in  each  child's  Individual 
Education  Plan.  This  special  education  is  supported  by  additional 
services  as  required,  i.e.,  speech  and  language  therapy,  occupa- 
tional therapy,  physical  therapy,  psychotherapy,  and  transportation. 

At  the  Hollis/Brookline  Junior  High  School,  three  programs  are 
available  to  meet  the  needs  of  31  educationally  handicapped  stu- 
dents, 10  of  whom  are  from  Brookline.  The  Resource  Room  pro- 
gram provides  academic  support  services  and  related  services  for 
a  total  of  21  students.  The  Special  Needs  programs  provide  a 
cost-effective,  in-district  program  for  10  students  requiring  a  more 
intensive  learning  environment. 

At  Hollis/Brookline  High  School,  Brookline  students  are  served 
within  the  Resource  Room  program  or  within  an  alternative  Special 
Needs  program  for  students  requiring  a  more  intensive  environ- 
ment. The  Resource  Room  provides  academic  support  services 
for  a  total  of  62  students,  including  20  from  Brookline.  The  Special 
Needs  program  serves  a  total  of  nine  students,  four  of  whom  are 
from  Brookline.  Both  programs  offer  excellent  academic  support 
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and  alternative  classes  to  meet  the  needs  of  educationally  dis- 
abled students  within  the  building. 

In  addition  to  the  numbers  of  students  in  in-district  programs, 
there  are  also  nine  Brookline  students  who  require  programs  out- 
side the  district.  A  goal  for  each  student  is  to  be  educated  in  the 
least  restrictive  environment,  so  whenever  feasible,  he  or  she  will 
return  to  appropriate  in-district  programs. 

To  meet  the  requirement  of  early  identification  of  preschool  stu- 
dents, Brookline  has  participated  in  three  Child  Check  Screenings. 
The  purpose  of  the  screenings  is  to  identify  and  monitor  potentially 
educationally  disabled  preschool  students,  ages  0-5.  Services  are 
provided  to  those  determined  to  be  educationally  disabled  who  are 
between  the  ages  of  3  and  5. 

The  special  education  budget  reflects  all  costs  for  in-district  pro- 
grams and  materials,  out-of-district  tuitions,  specialized  transporta- 
tion, evaluation  and  placement  services,  related  service  costs  and 
salaries  for  teaching  staff.  To  help  offset  costs,  the  district  is 
expected  to  receive  Catastrophic  Aid  funding  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  for  as  much  as  80  percent  of  the  special  educa- 
tion expenses  per  student  in  excess  of  three  and  one-half  times 
the  state  average  tuition.  Brookline  will  receive  federal  funds  to 
help  offset  school  district  expenses  for  psychological  and  educa- 
tional evaluations  and  services  provided  by  the  Regional  Services 
and  Education  Center  (RSEC).  An  important  goal  of  the  Special 
Education  Department  is  to  continue  to  provide  quality,  cost-effec- 
tive services  to  Brookline  students.

March  15,  1993 

The  Hollis/Brookline  Cooperative  School  District  Annual  Meeting 
was  called  to  order  at  7:40  PM  at  Walters  Auditorium  by  Moderator 
Joan  Wheeler.  Joan  Wheeler  opened  by  introducing  the  head 
tables  and  reviewing  rules  of  conduct  for  the  Annual  Meeting.  She 
stated  that  if  the  meeting  needed  to  continue,  it  would  reconvene 
at  7:30  PM  on  March  16,  1993.  Additionally,  she  said  that  the  polls 
would  be  open  for  one  hour  for  the  vote  on  Article  1  as  it  was  a 
bond  issue.  Ferol  McAlister,  Clerk,  was  provided  with  the 
Cooperative  School  District  warrants  and  budget. 

Nina  Glastetter  put  forth  a  resolution  to  the  assembly  that  the 
School  Districts  of  Hollis  and  Brookline  express  their  thanks  and 
admiration  for  all  the  work  and  effort  that  soon  to  retire  Philip  J. 
Dahlinger,  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  SAL)  #41 ,  gave  to  the 
School  Districts  during  his  fourteen  year  tenure.  The  assembly 
then  gave  Philip  Dahlinger  a  standing  ovation  as  a  tribute  to  his 
work. 

ARTICLE  1 

Leo  Lutz  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,135,000  for  the  renovation  of  the  Hollis/Brookline  High  School 
(Brick)  building,  such  sum  to  be  in  addition  to  any  federal,  state  or 
private  funds  made  available  therefore,  and  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes.  Susan 
Durham  seconded  the  motion. 

Paul  Hemmerich  reviewed  the  Long  Range  Plan  which  involves 
the  transformation  of  the  Elementary  School  into  a  primary  school, 
the  current  Junior  High  School  into  Elementary  School  space,  and 
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the  current  High  School  into  a  Junior  High  School  facility.  A  new 
High  School  would  be  built  by  1995.  The  plan  has  been  endorsed 
by  all  School  Boards,  the  Budget  Committee  and  SAL)  #41 .  Nina 
Glastetter  then  reviewed  the  growth  projections  in  the  School 
Districts,  Lynn  Schur  presented  deficiencies  with  the  current 
accommodations,  and  Architect  Al  Corzilius  presented  the  pro- 
posed solutions.  Leo  Lutz  stated  that  the  bond  issue  included 
$180,000  for  repair  of  a  failed  septic  system  at  the  High  School, 
$25,000  for  computers,  and  $43,000  for  general  repairs  to  the 
building,  the  most  significant  repair  needed  being  to  the  roof. 
Packaging  all  the  costs  together  in  the  bond  issue  helps  ensure 
eligibility  for  state  aid  up  to  40%  for  a  two-town  district.  All  expens- 
es would  be  eligible  for  state  aid  with  the  exception  of  the  comput- 
ers and  possibly  the  septic  system  repair.  Leo  Lutz  informed  the 
assembly  that  should  the  bond  issue  not  pass,  the  septic  system 
would  still  need  to  be  repaired  as  reflected  in  Article  2. 

The  Moderator  then  opened  up  the  meeting  to  questions  regard- 
ing Article  1 .  Jim  Belanger  voiced  concern  over  what  would  be 
done  with  state  aid  given  the  dollar  commitment  of  the  bond  issue. 
He  then  moved  that  Article  1  be  amended  to  read:  That  the  District 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1 ,135,000  for  the/enovation  of  the 
Hollis/Brookline  High  School  (Brick)  building,  and  to  authorize  the 
issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes. 

Fred  Gemmill  seconded  the  motion.  School  Board  Counsel  Ed 
Lawson  clarified  that  state  aid  is  applied  to  the  payment  of  princi- 
pal on  the  bond.  The  amendment  carried  by  teller  card  vote. 

Discussion  followed  reflecting  a  desire  by  the  assembly  to  speci- 
fy in  Article  1  the  requirement  that  state  aid  be  applied  toward  the 
payment  of  the  bond  principal.  Ed  Lawson  reiterated  that  state  aid 
is  applied  to  payment  of  bond  principal.  Tom  Arnold  then  moved 
that  the  amended  article  be  further  amended  to  read: 

That  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1 ,135,000  for  the 
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renovation  of  the  Hollis/Brookline  High  School  (Brick)  building,  and 
to  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to 
authorize  the  school  board  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes.  Any  federal,  state  or  private  funds  received  as  building  aid 
for  this  project  are  to  be  used  as  payment  against  the  bond. 

Dave  Dusthimer  seconded  the  motion.  Nina  Glastetter  clarified 
that  government  aid  comes  in  as  general  revenue  which  offsets 
total  expenses.  The  balance  then  would  be  used  as  payment 
against  the  bond  principal.  Bill  Riley  moved  the  question  and  the 
new  amendment  carried  by  teller  card  vote. 

Ed  Lawson  then  suggested  that  the  wording  of  the  warrant  arti- 
cle be  changed  as  bond  counsels  look  for  specific  language  and 
the  District  does  not  have  the  power  to  direct  use  of  government 
aid  for  a  specific  purpose.  Kathy  Pasko  then  explained  that  the 
School  Board  has  line  item  authority  over  expenditures  but  not 
over  revenue.  Bill  Riley  moved  that  Article  1  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

That  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,135,000  for  the  renovation  of  the  Hollis/Brookline  High  School 
(Brick)  building,  for  equipment,  architectural  fees,  professional  ser- 
vice fees,  and  any  items  incident  to  and/or  necessary  for  said  ren- 
ovation; that  such  appropriation  be  raised  by  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  bonds  or  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  Hollis/Brookline 
Cooperative  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA  Chapter  33,  as  amended;  that  the  Hollis/Brookline 
Cooperative  School  District  be  authorized  to  obtain  State,  Federal 
or  any  other  aid  that  may  be  available;  and  that  Hollis/Brookline 
Cooperative  School  District  be  authorized  to  determine: 

1 .  The  time  and  place  of  payment  or  principal  and  interest, 

2.  The  rate  of  interest, 

3.  The  provisions  for  the  sale  of  rates  and/or  bonds,  and 

4.  All  other  matters  in  connection  therewith. 

John  Andruszkiewicz  seconded  the  motion.  Rebecca  Spitz 
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moved  the  question  and  it  passed  by  teller  card  vote.  The  amend- 
ment carried  by  teller  card  vote  -  193  for  and  73  against. 

The  Moderator  then  brought  the  main  motion  to  the  floor  for  dis- 
cussion. After  general  questions  and  comments,  Bill  Riley  moved 
the  question.  The  motion  carried  by  teller  card  vote.  The  polls 
opened  at  9:54  for  ballot  vote  on  Article  1 .  After  a  brief  recess,  the 
meeting  reconvened  at  10:10  PM.  Articles  2  and  3  were  passed 
over  until  the  results  of  Article  1  were  in. 

ARTICLE  4 

Mike  Harris  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$57,603  to  fund  the  increase  in  cost  items  relative  to  professional 
staff  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  for  the  1993-94  school  year  which 
resulted  from  good  faith  negotiations  with  the  professional  staff, 
and  which  represents  the  negotiated  increase  over  last  year's 
salaries  and  fringe  benefits.  John  Andruszkiewicz  seconded  the 
motion. 

The  primary  cost  items  represented  in  the  article  were: 
Step  Increases  $19,146 

Health/Dental  costs      28,01 6 

These  changes  would  come  into  effect  July  1 ,  1993  and  are  the 
only  changes  in  the  contract.  The  article  carried  by  teller  card  vote. 

ARTICLE  5 

Kathy  Pasko  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $27,234  to  fund  the  increase  in  cost  items  relative  to  support 
staff  salaries  and  fringe  benefits  for  the  1993-94  school  year  which 
resulted  from  good  faith  negotiations  with  the  support  staff,  and 
which  represents  the  negotiated  increase  over  last  year's  salaries 
and  fringe  benefits.  Nina  Glastetter  seconded  the  motion. 
The  primary  cost  items  represented  in  the  article  were: 

Medical  insurance  $14,932 

1 .6%  salary  increase  5,557 

Step  increase  4,756 
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It  was  stated  that  a  study  committee  has  been  established  to 
review  salary  and  insurance  issues.  The  article  carried  by  teller 
card  vote. 

ARTICLE  6 

John  Andruszkiewicz  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  rescind  its 
earlier  action  which  resulted  in  the  Hollis/Brookline  Cooperative 
School  District  being  covered  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  Chapter 
32,  Municipal  Budget  Law.  Kris  Tebbetts  seconded  the  motion. 

Discussion  followed  regarding  the  pros  and  cons  of  having  an 
elected  body  versus  an  advisory  group  handle  the  Cooperative 
School  District  budget.  The  motion  failed  by  teller  card  vote. 

ARTICLE  7 

Carolyn  Gargasz  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,200  for  the  Student  Assistance 
Program.  Chet  Mitchell  seconded  the  motion. 

Discussion  which  followed  was  highly  supportive  of  the  motion. 
Ernie  Hudziec  moved  the  question  and  the  motion  carried  by  teller 
card  vote. 

The  result  of  the  ballot  vote  on  Article  1  was  266  for  an  49 
against. 

Becky  Spitz  moved  that  the  meeting  adjourn  and  Fred  Gemmill 
seconded  the  motion.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  11 :20  PM  and 
would  reconvene  on  March  16,  1993  and  7:30  at  Walters 
Auditorium.

ARTICLE  3 

Dave  Dusthimer,  representing  the  Budget  Committee,  moved 
that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $75,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  down  payment  towards  the  purchase  of  real  estate  for  a 
school  site  in  the  school  district,  for  legal  and  other  associated 
fees,  for  architectural  and  engineering  fees,  for  building  schemat- 
ics and  drawings,  and  for  testing  and  evaluating  potential  school 
sites  within  the  school  district;  such  evaluation  to  include  test  bor- 
ings, topographical  and/or  perimeter  surveys,  and  environmental 
studies.  Dick  Tolstrup  seconded  the  motion. 

John  Andruszkiewicz  then  moved  to  amend  Article  3  to  raise  the 
appropriation  to  $100,000.  Mike  Harris  seconded  the  motion.  The 
motion  was  withdrawn  in  order  to  allow  Paul  Hemmerich  to  dis- 
cuss the  Long  Range  Plan  and  the  need  to  pursue  land  for  a  new 
school  site  at  this  time. 

Tom  Stawasz  moved  that  the  final  sentence  of  Article  3  be 
amended  to  read: 

"such  evaluation  to  include  perc  tests,  test  pits,  test  boring  topo- 
graphical and/or  perimeter  surveys,  and  environmental  studies." 

Fred  Gemmill  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  then  approved 
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via  teller  card  vote. 

John  Andruszkiewicz  then  moved  to  amend  Article  3  to  raise  the 
appropriation  to  $100,000.  Mike  Harris  seconded  the  motion.  The 
motion  carried  and  Article  3  passed  as  amended  via  teller  card 
vote  -  78  for  and  73  against. 

Ernie  Hudziec  moved  that  Article  3,  as  amended,  be  further 
amended  to  add  the  statement,  "And,  that  the  Hollis/Brookline 
Joint  Facility  Committee  investigate  options  not  mentioned  in  the 
Blue  Book  and  report  them  at  the  next  Cooperative  School  District 
Meeting."  Mike  Harris  seconded  the  motion.  After  discussion,  the 
amendment  carried  by  teller  card  vote. 

ARTICLE  8 

Dave  Dusthimer  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $5,949,449  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  and  benefits  for  School  District  officials,  employees,  and 
for  the  payment  for  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  Mary 
Norton  seconded  the  motion. 

Dave  Dusthimer  stated  that  the  increase  of  $36,975  over  the 
original  budget  of  $5,912,474  was  for  bond  costs  as  follows: 

Bond  Counsel  Fee  $2,500 

State  Guarantee  Fee  1 00 

Bond  Bank  Fee  6,000 

First  Interest  Payment  28,375 

Nina  Glastetter  moved  that  the  motion  be  amended  by  $56,872 
to  change  the  bottom  line  to  read  $6,006,321.  John 
Andruszkiewicz  seconded  the  motion. 

The  purpose  of  the  motion  was  to  cover  additional  classes  at 
both  the  Junior  and  High  Schools  as  well  as  to  increase  the 
Special  Needs  budget  by  $15,000. 

Dave  Dusthimer  of  the  Budget  Committee  responded  that  the 
Budget  Committee  did  not  endorse  this  motion  as  it  felt  that  the 
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schools  could  more  creatively  work  their  scheduling  and  that  the 
Special  Needs  budget  already  consumes  20%  of  the  total  school 
budget.  The  motion  failed  by  teller  card  vote. 

The  Moderator  then  brought  the  main  motion  onto  the  floor  for 
discussion.The  motion  reflecting  a  budget  of  $5,949,449  carried  by 
teller  card  vote. 

Ernie  Hudziec  suggested  that  the  need  for  volunteers  and  the 
commitment  involved  in  volunteering  for  the  Cooperative  School 
District  positions  should  be  published  in  local  papers  over  the  next 
two  or  three  months. 

Bill  Riley  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  Becky  Spitz  seconded 
the  motion.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  9  PM.

The  1993-94  school  year  began  with  the  addition  of  three  new  staff  mem- 
bers: Dean  Jahns,  Computer;  Donna  Joyce,  Art;  and  Kimberly  Oram,  Special 
Education. 

Thirty-seven  students  qualified  for  the  prestigious  Center  for  Academically 
Talented  Youth  Program  conducted  by  Johns  Hopkins  University.  Twelve  stu- 
dents were  invited  to  participate  in  the  State  Awards  Ceremony. 

Our  Knowledge  Master  Team  finished  first  in  New  Hampshire  in  this  national 
contest.  This  contest  covers  all  the  major  content  areas. 

Forty  of  our  seventh  graders  had  their  poetry  featured  in  the  Nashua 
Telegraph  in  November. 

Our  computer  lab  has  fifteen  new  MAC  LCI  I  computers.  Hopefully,  we  will 
add  five  next  year  for  a  total  of  twenty  in  the  lab. 

To  improve  communication,  we  are  now  mailing  newsletters  to  our  parents. 
This  has  been  a  major  improvement  in  communication  between  the  home  and 
school. 

The  Library/Media  Center  has  been  instructing  our  students  in  the  new  tech- 
nology. Our  CD-ROM  and  "on-line"  data  bases  are  getting  extensive  use.  The 
new  full  text  magazine  data  base  on  CD-ROM  has  been  particularly  useful  as 
have  the  newspaper  and  magazine  data  bases  available  "on-line"  through  DIA- 
LOG/CLASSMATE. These  skills  will  be  invaluable  as  the  students  move  into  the 
21st  century. 

We  are  charged  with  the  challenge  of  providing  a  high  quality  education  in 
the  face  of  limited  resources.  This  dilemma  will  become  more  pronounced  as 
the  educational  needs  increase  and  the  resources  remain  relatively  static. 

Again  this  year,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  wonderful  volunteers  who  donat- 
ed man  hours  of  their  time  to  help  our  students.  As  a  result  of  this  dedication, 
we  will  again  receive  a  Blue  Ribbon  Award  given  by  the  New  Hampshire  School 
Volunteer  Program.
